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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
19, 2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 42-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, it seems that the dependent 
claims 42-49 add additional embodiments to the embodiment in claim 40. Is there 
support for such a combination (i.e. combining multiple embodiments into one device)? 
It is requested that the page and line number be provided to show each feature of the 
claims in order to help resolve the issue. Furthermore, it appears that claims 40 and 41 
are drawn to the embodiment of Fig. 1 . Claim 42 is drawn to the embodiment of Fig. 2. 
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Claims 43 and 48 are drawn to the embodiment of Fig. 9. Claims 44-47 and 49 are 
drawn to the embodiment of Figs. 4, 6, 9-15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 40 and 41 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 40 and 41 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
of record does not teach the claimed subject matter including means for calculating an 
instantaneous power supplied to the sputtering apparatus from the voltage detected by 
the voltage detection unit and the current detected by the current detection unit; 
integration means for generating an integration output obtained by integrating a 
difference value between the instantaneous power obtained in the calculating means 
and a predetermined set power; means for generating a pulse output having a pulse 
width corresponding to a difference between a current set value formed on the basis of 
the integration output and the current detected by the current detection unit; means for 
on/off controlling the switching unit according to the pulse output form the generating 
means; means for stopping the instantaneous power from being supplied to the 
integration means when the first switch is closed in response to the arc discharge; and 
means for controlling the current supplied to the sputtering apparatus by on/off 
controlling the switching unit using the pulse output held in the integration means when 
the supply of the instantaneous power to the integration means is stopped by the 
stopping means. 
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The closest prior art of record does not teach Kuriyama et al. (U.S. Pat. 
6,1 13,760) fails to show the features described above.
